Aids Farmer 

U. of L Experiment Stntion 
' Holds Outstanding Record. 

When the public turns to economy, 
It begins to SCO n hlshcr vnluc In the 
rcaonrcli nnti InvcstlKiitlonnl work 
such na la being conilucteil b; the 
experiment stntion of the Unlvemtty 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, says 
Director H. W. Mumronl. The record 
of thnt work Is full of results which 
have rMucetl losses nnd wnstes, pro 
duccd the same output with less labor 
and money, pnvcd tlie way to the pro* 
ductlon of higher quality crops, led 
to the development of more efficient 
marketing and overcome some of the 
risks of farming, thereby benefiting 
both the farmer and the consumer. 
Such results are the essence of 
economy. 

For example, there Is now a loss of 
more than $I0,(K)4^U()0 annually ns ■ 
result of damage to perishables dur* 
Ing shlpmenL Food producers and 
food uaera are the ones who eventual* 
ly pay this bill. Onmnged shipments 
have been Inspected and studied In 
freight yards am! produce terminals. 
Such studies by Investigators of the 
Illinois experiment stntlnn have yield- 
ed suggestions which If adopted coun- 
trywide would reduce the loss by half, 
with consequent savings to the farmer 
and to the consumer. 

The live slock Industry of the state, 
which a few years ago was bringing 
farmers a gross Income of $.110,000.- 
000. furnishes anotlier example. Hang's 
disease, a contnglous malady which 
causes the premature hirth of calves 
and lends to other lotmen, l9 taklnfc ■ 
toll of minionfl of dollars annunlly 
from cnttle herd owners of the state. 
By means of roncarch nnd InvestlRn* 
tlon. a simple nnil practical pinn has 
boen worked out for controllinR this 
mnlndy throuirh btood testing of the 
cows and snnttnry mnnnRement of the 
herd, thereby maklnR It possible to re- 
build healthy herds nt n minimum cost. 

Working thrnUKh qualified veterina- 
rians and other Interested nRencles, the 
University has extended the benefits nf 
this plan to more tlinn 900 herd owners 
In 94 counties of the state. One of 
these, Leonard E. D.ivls, of Coles coun- 
ty, stopped an nnnual loss of S200 on 
his farm. At this rale, the lavlnic to 
the 900 farmers would amount to tI90.< 
000 n year. More farmers are enrolllnti 
In the project every year. 

An estimated l.OSO.OOO bushels of 
corn which nilnols farmers lose every 
year as a result of the rnvntres of an 
ln:<ect known ss the corn root aphlds 
can be reduced by tinlf Ihrouch the Ufe 
of proper rotations demonstrated In 
co'operntlve studies between the ex- 
periment station nnd the IIDnols State 
Natural History Survey. The savins 
Koea beyond the l.tiSO.OOO bushels of 
corn. It Includes valuable seed that 
miffht otherwise be wanted, the farm. 
er's'tlme nnd labor nnd the use of hla 
machinery, power and land. 

Approximately )T5.O00 to 1100.000 » 
yenr has been saved for orchnrdlsts nf 
Bouthern Illinois as a result of Im- 
proved metf.nds of spraylnff for San 
Jose scale. Ten years affo this peft 
was so lerioui that an outbreak In 
southern riltnols destroyed more thnn 
300,000 benrlnic apple trees, wlplns out 
the Investment which growers hnd 
made In previous years for trees, la- 
bor, spray materials, and fertltlxer* 
and delaylnR the posslbUliy of return 
from their land. 

At that time lime sulfur sprays 
were practically the only commercial 
control known. Oil sprays developed 
since then co.it approximately one- 
third as much as the lima sulfur 
sprays for coverInK the same acreatce 
of orchard, are more easily applied 
and will kill from 9S to 99 per cent of 
the scale, whereas the lime sulfur 
sprays killed from 30 to 92 p«r cent. 

These are only a few of the exam- 
plea of the widespread benefits from 
the work of the University Agrlcull- 
tural Experiment Station. Scores of 
similar Instances mlicht be cited of 
how the rei>earch and experimental 
work ts benefltinic both farmer and 
consumer throURh redurlnR wastes and 
loasee, ImprovlnR the qunllty of prod> 
ucts and developing ways of market- 
InR them more efUclently and proAt 
ably.

Wo have reason to believe that prop 
«r nutrition Is the moet Importani sin- 
gle fiictor In the mulnlennnce of good 
health. ' It behooves us therefore In 
this prwont situation, when economy 
hns become the watchword of the 
times, to apply the pruning she.in* 
with discrimination. To provide. aUe- 
qnnte nutrition, the diet of a family 
must furnish cnoufih carboliydrntc.^ 
fats and proteins to yield the standard 
encrKy needs of the rnrlous members 
of the family group. In Interest of econ* 
omy. we must make these the carriers 
of the other dietary essentials: first. 
■„mclent proteins of good quail y for 
growth und maintenance of body tls-

tary. Some whole grain rorcnls. such 
as oatmeal, whole wheat cereal and 
brown rice, should he Included, since 
they are particularly rich in vitamin 
B. In phosphorus und Iron. 

Frldts and vcgetnhlca are the thlnl 
essentlftl group of foods. The citrus 
fruits head the list In Importance and 
should be used generously when they 
are cheap. Fortunately when this Is 
not tho case, tomato Juice, cither 
conned or fresh, may take their place 
In tho diet as a valuable source of 
Vitamin C. Only fruits and vegetab ea 
In season. should l)e choaen. Apples 
may be bought at a low price during 
most of the year. Unnanas are often 
cheap and when properly ripened, are 
an excellent food, oven for children. 
The dried fruits, especially prunea. 
apricots, peaches nnd black figs should 
be used generohsly. They are cheap 
and an excellent source of Iron. Po- 
tatoca should bo used at least once t 
day or even more often In extremely 
low-cost diets. At least one other 



Uni. Cuts Expenses 
Drastically to Aid 
State Finance Crisis 

I/)oklng forward to the coming 
blennlum. provision for which must 
be made by'the legislature during the 
session which has Just opened, the 
University of Illinois has not been im- 
mlndful of the necessity for decreas- 
ing public exitendltures nnd for bal- 
ancing public budgets. That the Unl- 
verslty met this need during the pasi 
blennlum Is evidenced by the fact that 
U left unused some 22 per cenf of 
the appropriations made to It by the 
Inst general assembly. 

However, the University Is faced 
with the fact that It Is Its prime duty 
to maintain the wlucatlnnal standards 
of the Institution, and. although there 
are fewer students attending the Uni- 
versity than was true two o»- three 
years ago, there are still more than 
10.000 enrolled. While the decrease In 
attendance has been createst In the 
freshman and sophomore classes 
where the expense of Instruction Is 
lowest, the number. of graduate stu: 
dents has shown practically no de^ 
crease from the peak and Is now twice 
as many as. In 1021. Likewise, there 
has been no decrease In the college 
of medicine or In the college of law 
or other brnnches where tho cxponso 
of Instruction la. highest

To the Voters of Lake Villa Township: 

IlavlnR served two years as president of the Cen- 
tral Lake County Taxpayers' Assuclatilon. I have 
Intimate Itnowletlgo of the acoompllHhmcntii that 
have Ijuon brouRht about throuRh the efforts ol that 
organization. The followinR facts may prove lo be 
of IntercHl to taxpayers ot Lalto Villa township. 

At the roKular {own meclinB at the village hall 
at l^ko Villa In April. 1D32, I offered a resolution 
and moved Its ailoiulon that a certain chronic patient 
who was llicn u patioui at the T-ako County Hosplinl 
was not a le^al rosldenl of tho town of I*ako Villa 
anil that the township was In no way legolly bouml 
to contribute to her support, yet the records show 
that she was raniovcil from that institution on or 
about July 8. 1032. lo the viUaBO of l^ke Villa, nnd 
that the sum of approxlnialely $780 was expended lor 
her care. 

In conjunction wllh otlier taxpayers' committees 
I appeared before the IJoard of Review In AukusI, 
1932, with petlttouB slRnod l)y a larKo number of 
luxpnyers praylnj? for reductions In assessed valun* 
lions as appearlnp on the assessors' books of the 
several townshliw of I^ko county. Subsequenlly a 
reductinu of 15% was Rrauted by the Hoard of Ue- 
vlew. This new valuation is in effect this year and 
will result In the saving of thousands of dollars to 
taxpayers. 

In February. 1933, 1 appeared before the lllmnls 
State Commerce Commission with petitions pre- 
pared ami HiRued by the several taxpayers* associa- 
tions In Lake county which wero accepted and 
placed on lllo by tlittt body by tlie order of the chair- 
man thereof, for tho reduction of electric, pas and 
telephone rates. This petition has iieen endorsed 
by nearly every vIllaBO and city, in Lake county 
only to bo turned down by n majority vote of the 
present I^ike County Hoard of Supervisors ut their 
March, 1933, seHsion. 

At Special sessions of the Hoard of Supeniaors 
called on November 10, 1032 and January 18, 1033 
allocations of $200,000 ($100,000 at each session) 
of Kasolinc tax funds for unemployment relief wero 
voted, and aUhouRb I^ake Villa's sliare on tlie plan 
adopted would hnvo been approximately $3,500.00 
this township will receive according to tbo puldlsh- 
ed records, only $1,000.00, This money when paid 
l)ack by general taxes will bo liased on tho assessed 
value of tlie various towns and not upon what each 
town received, 

Waukogan nud Klon townships allotments were 
two and one-half times what those townships should 
have received, ttased upon population and properly 



valuation flcures, notwithstanding the fact that tho 
same townships have received fl92.00O.QO for un- 
employment relief from the noconstructlon Finance 
Corporation, nnd previous gas tax allotments, which 
must bo paid back by goncml taxation in tho futui;^ 
if elected to tbo oOlce of supervisor of Lake Vill» 
township, I believe I could prevent such cxcesslre 
bills as are allowed by a majority vote of the county 
board, a few items of which are llHied below: . 

The following bills were turned back by tho audit- 
ing committee on sheriff's bills al the December 
session, only to bo referred lo the mIscollanoouH 
committee, and allowed wllU only two dissenting 
votes:
